BELLEVILLE 
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Aconite, also called the Wolfsbane or 
Monkshood, of which there are yarious 
species, all very ornamental. The com- 
mon Monkshood is well known from the 
amusement children. find in pinching the 
flowers, so as to make the curiously folded 
petal start from beneath the hood like two 
great eyes. These petals look like gigan- 
tic and crested stamens, and the hook, 
which is only of coloured calyse, is gene- 
rally muppeded to be formed of the flower. 
The real stems are, however, in the centre 
of the flower, and they surround a Jittle 
group of three or five seed vessels or folicles 
which when ripe, burst open at the top to 
discharge their seeds. The leaves are deep- 
ly cut, and the stem which is tall and up- 
right, is thickened at the base, where it 
joins the root, so as to give it the apy 
ance of celery ; and persons have been poi- 
soned.L ing itin mistake for that vege- 
table. ‘The part of the root which is buried 
in the ground is also thickened, and re- 
sembles horse-radish so much, that a party 
of friends, dining together at Dingwall 
Scotland, were poisoned by the cook fancy- 
ing it was a root of horse-radish she was 
scraping, When she was in fact, offering to 
her master's guests a most deadly poison. 
There is nothing in the taste of this plant 
to n the eater of its danger ; itis slight- 
ly acid, but not more so than many plants 
that are perfectly harmless—The Aconite 
is very nearly allied to thé Larkspur, which 
is also poisonous, the seeds acting as a vio- 
lent emetic, The Anemone is another poi- 
sonous plant, from its acidity and its emet- 
ic qualities ; and the juice of its leaves will 
raise blisters. This is also the case with 
various kinds of Clematis and Ranunculus. 
The juice of the common Buttercup is ex- 
tremely acid, and the species with a creep- 
ing, fleshy root is a deadly poison to hu- 
man beings, though pheasants seem to eat 
it with impunity, asits tubers have been 
found in the crops of birds that have been 
shot. 

The seeds of Peony will occasion symp- 
toms resembling cholera, with violent bit 
ness; and the juice of the Poppy is, as 
every body knows, highly narcotic—Opium 
is prepared from the capsule, or seed-ves- 
sel, of the large white Poppy, which culti- 
yated for that purpose to a great extent in 
the East, particularly in Turkey, Persia, and 
other parts of India. 

The capsule of the opium Poppy is much 
larger and more fleshy than that of the 
Corn Poppy, and this fleshy substance is 
full of a milky juice, which hardens by ex- 
posure in the air into the kind of gum 
which we call Opium... In countries where 
opium is cultivated as an article of com- 
merce, the Poppies are grown in large 
fields, and planted in rows to enable the 
people to reach their heads easily, When 
the petals of che flowers have fallen, and 
while the Poppy-heads are yet green and 
full of juice, the cultivators of opium wound 
the capsules with a kind of lancet having 
two blades, so that two cuts are made with 
each stroke—Tho milky juice which ex- 
udes, hardens in the course of the night, 
and is scraped off the next morning with a 
blunt knife, before the sun has time to 
melt it, It is afterwards kneaded into 
cakes, and packed in le. for sale. Lau- 
danum is opium steeped in spirits of wine ; 
and paregorio is laudanum with aniseed 
and camphor added to it ; morphine is the 
sedative part of opium separated from its 
intoxicating quality. In England all Pop- 
pies are more or less narcotic, and of course 
poisonous ; but in our cold country the 
milky juice is not secreted in sufficient 

uantities to render it worth while to cul- 
tiyate the popies for their opium. 


PLANT A GRAPE VINE, 

Every person who has the control of a 
square rod of ground, whereupon plants 
may grow, can scarcely do better than to 
sel grape vine of the Concord, Isabella or 
Diana varieties. The first cost is trifling, 
and the after care of them is more ofa 
pleasure than a task, The grape is not 
only palatable, and nutritious for those who 
are well, but is exceedingly grateful to the 
sick, giving tone to the alimentary canal. 

Boore setting the root, throw out the 
earth to the depth of two or three feet, and 
fill up ten inches with coarse manure ofany 
sort, old bones, oyster shells, ke. and then 
throw in rich loam ; into this rake a few 
quarts of house ashes, and then fill up with 
loam and compost manure, and the soil is 
ready for the root. 

After the plant is sot, scatter on strawy 
manure or Jeaves, and through the summer 
occasionally throw upon this the contents 
of the tubs on washing days. A.J, Down- 
ing, late editor of the Horticulturalist, says: 
“Thave seen the Isabella grape produce 
3000 fine clustors of well-ripened fruit in a 
season, by the liboral use of soap-suds from 
the weekly wash.” 

The effect of soap-suds on other plants 
is somowhat surprising. A cypress vino 
which had remained stationery for a fort- 
night, when about two inches high, imme- 
diately commenced growing after a good 
watoring of soap-suds. and grow about six 
inches the first five days. 

With alittle caro thik may all be well 
done by any one who has ever attempted it 
before, Under this treatmont, in the 
course of three or four years, you will be 
amply repaid by a most beautiful oo of 
luscious grapes, and greatly ornamental to 
the grounds and dwelling. De 
The grape-vine bleeds rapidly. Novor 
prano at all until the vino hassmall branch- 
os, in order to put out largo and vigorous 
roots, Late in Ootober or November is 
the proper time—nover when tho sap is in 
motion inthe spring. _ As the fruit grows 
on now wood every year, in pruningit is 
necessary to cut back the brapches to with- 
in two or threo oyes of the main stom. 
Tho cultivator will find plain directions in 
Colo’a fruit book, which costs but fifty cents 
and itwill enable him to seo tho whole 
operation illnatrated by engravings.

Surely, among the shareholders, there 
must be many gentlemen, competent to 
form a correct. judgement on the matter, 
and [ trust that some of you will come for- 
ward and organize a Committee to grapple 
with the subject, What is to be insisted 
upon, is enquiry, an uncompromising, 
straight-forward enquiry, with a predeter- 
mination to arrive at a knowledge of the 
true merits of the case, and so to be in « 
position to deal with whatever circumstan- 
ces may arise. 

The Board is in the dark, and is conse- 
quently unqualified to negotiate intelligent- 
ly with the Contractors, under either exist- 
ing circumstances or probable contingen- 
cies. Pending such consideration on the 
subject, as I trust you will institute, and 
insist upon, all expenditure upon the Bridge 
ought to be arrested.
